' Columbus, O., July 15.—There was 
plenty of ginger in the convention of 


Prohibitionists, the first heated 


.argument being between Permanent 
Chairman E. J. Pine'y and David Mar- 
shall of Columbus. Mr. Marshall arose 
to a question of privilege, intending to 
reply to portions of Temporary Chair- 
man Peake's keynote speech, but he 
was muzzled by the chairman's re- 
fusal' to recognize his request and 
ordered him to sit down. An appeal 
from the chair's decision was turned 
down by the convention. 


The platform, among its most prom- 


inent planks, states while It thinks 
that enforcement of prohibition is not 


. possible "except by a party In sympa- 


thy with the law," the Prohibitionists 
would "co-operate with other temper- 
ance forces" to get local temperance 
conditions. This, on its face, is a rec- 
ommendation to work with the Anti- 
Saloon league, quite a .departure. 


The Republican and Democratic 


parties were attacked for -failing to 
recognize the liquor question as a 
dominant question. The platform de- 
glared' against class '•'legislation' In-. 
frjngihg~on popular"rights; for Injunc- 
tion'laws giving; justice to all"con- 
cern.ed; for "initiative arid referendum 
as to franchises for public utilities; 
for .elpction"of Ignited States senators' 
by direct vote of the people; -for re- 
striction 'of immigration; for stringent 
aiyoyce laws; for suffrage based on 
.Intelligence and morality.

About Work 


Methodically 


Hot Springs, Va., July 15. — Suffi- 


cient progress 
has been made by 


Judge William H. Taft with the task 
of preparing his letter of accept- 
ance to"1 be delivered at Cincinnati 
on July 28 to make plain the necessity 
of devoting two or three more days 
.to a study of various platforms of the 
Republican and Democratic parties 
and speeches and letters of accept- 
ance covering a good many years, be- 
fore he undertakes the work of put- 
ting his ideas in definite form. 


In his work of determining what he 


will say at Cincinnati he has found 
it necessary to consult papers that 
had not been brought here, and he has 
had to telegraph to Washington for 
additional' documents. He will prob- 
ably continue to read and compare 
platforms, speeches and letters of ac- 
ceptance until next Friday, and will 
devote Friday to dictating the speech, 
which will contain only about 3,500 
words. 


Ever since 
the appointment of 


George R. Sheldon as treasurer of the 
national committee and the determi- 
nation to have publicity of campaign 
funds under the New York law, Mr. 
Taft has dally become more and more 
convinced "of the wisdom of that 
course, and it is likely that he will 
give it considerable prominence in his 
speech of acceptance. He is bearing 
in mind that in preparing his letter 
of acceptance he will have several 
weeks more time and In it hewill treat 
all these matters at greater length, 
as the letter will comprise about 15,- 
000 words.

Divide Honors With England's 


Representatives. 


London, July 15.—At the first real 


business day of the Olympic sports 
•America and Great Britain captured 
most of the laurels. Twice the stars 
and stripes fluttered to the top o£ the 
staff in the center of the arena, and 
the American enthusiasts, who mo- 
nopolized a section of the stadium, 
waved their flags and broke out in 
cheers which, in a smaller field, would 
have been deafening. The honors 
were nearly even, for of the 
four 


events finished the United States and 
the United Kingdom each won two 
gold medals. Great Britain, however, 
took three silver medals, while Amer- 
ica got only one. Canada, Australia, 
Great Britain and Belgium each ob- 
tained a bronz medal. 


The Yankees had the 
hammer 


throw to themselves, as had been ex- 
pected, and the performance of John 
Flanagan _of the Irish-American Ath- 
letic club in breaking the Olympic 
record with the hammer throw, and 
the almost equally good record made 
by M. J_. McGrath of the New York 
Athletic club were eye-openers to the 
foreigners. 
M. W. Sheppard of the 


Irish-American Athletic club, however, 
did 
more 
spectacular 
work 
and 


aroused a greater degree of enthusi- 
asm by crossing the tape ahead of his 
English rivals in a dashing finish to 
the 1,500-meter run. This the English- 
men had counted for Wilson or Hal- 
lo ./s, no prophets conceding America 
better than third place. To add to the 
satisfaction 
of the Americans, tbe 


judges announced that Geo. W. Gaid- 
zlk of the Chicago Athletic association 
had done the best work in the fancy 
diving. 


The first three heats of the three- 


mile team race were interesting. The 
United Kingdom was pitted against 
Italy; Holland and Germany in the 
first, and in the second the Americans 
met teams representing Sweden and 
France. Great Britain had a walkover 
in the first heat, four members of her 
team 
keeping together throughout, 


running their opponents off their legs

AT 


Divide Honors With England's 


Representatives. 


London, July 15.—At the first real 


business day of the Olympic sports 
•America and Great Britain captured 
most of the laurels. Twice the stars 
and stripes fluttered to the top of the 
staff in the center of the arena, and 
the American enthusiasts, who mo- 
nopolized a section of the stadium, 
waved their flags and broke out in 
cheers which, in a smaller field, would 
have been deafening. The 
honors 


were nearly even, for of the four 
events finished the United States and 
the United Kingdom each won two 
gold medals. Great Britain, however, 
took three silver medals, while Amer- 
ica got only one. Canada, Australia, 
Great Britain and Belgium each ob- 
tained a bronz medal. 


The Yankees had the 
hammer 


throw to themselves, as had been ex- 
pected, and the performance of John 
Flanagan of the Irish-American Ath- 
letic club in breaking the Olympic 
record with the hammer throw, and 
the almost equally good record made 
by M. J. McGrath of the New York 
Athletic club were eye-openers to the 
foreigners. 
M. W. Sheppard of the 


Irish-American Athletic club, however, 
did 
more spectacular 
work 
and 


aroused a greater degree of enthusi- 
asm by crossing the tape ahead of his 
English rivals in a dashing finish to 
the 1,500-meter run. This the English- 
men had counted for Wilson or Hal- 
lows, no prophets conceding America 
better than third place. To add to the 
satisfaction 
of the Americans, the 


judges announced that Geo. W. Gaid- 
zlk of the Chicago Athletic association 
had done the best work in the fancy 
diving. 


The first three heats of the three- 


mile team race were interesting. The 
United Kingdom was pitted 
against 


Italyi Holland and Germany in the 
first, and in the second the Americans 
met teams representing Sweden and 
France. Great Britain had a walkover 
in the first heat, four members of her 
team keeping together throughout, 
running their opponents oft their legs

The Canadians, who were expected to 
make a good showing in this heat, 
failed to appear. 


The other interesting number of the 


program was the 660-yard cycle race, 
of which there were 16 heats. Of this 
number the United Kingdom won six, 
France three, sad America (her only 
entry bein? Caireron), Holland, Can- 
ada, Africa, Germany and Belgium 
one each, while one heat was void be- 
cause the time limit was exceeded.
